GERMAN AN AFFAIRS. 


Newspapers Express Surprise at the Coxey 


Movement.

BERLIN, April 28.—(By Atlantic Cable. 
Associated Press Copyright, 1894.) The 
Czarewitch is expected here on. Tuesday, 
en route to St. Petersburg, and he’ will 
probably stay in Berlin a few hours as 
the guest of Emperor William, whom he 
has invited to his wedding.

The dead 
man was burned beyond recognition, and 
is was impossible to say whether he wae 
a guest or a _ servant. Ladders were 
placed against the windows on the lower 
floors and several women were taken 
down, many of them in a fainting condi- 
tion. Another man who sprang from @ 
window was instantly killed. His name 
and residence are unknown. 

The flames were confined to the rear 
and side, leaving the front on St. Charles 
street uninjured, so that the trunks and 
baggage of the guests were mostly saved, 
as well as the goods in the stores on St, 
Charles street. 

The hotel had quite a number of guests, 
but how many cannot be stated. Most of 
them were in the front rooms and es- 
caped. The hotel was built in 1856 at a 
cost of $1,000,000, and for years was the 
finest in the South. It looks now as 
though it would be a complete loss, al- 
though the front colonnade may be saved, 
The loss will probably exceed $500,000.

Orange Shipments Almost Almost Over—Good Prices 
Secured. 

POMONA, April 2.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The orange crop of: the val- 
ley will be entirely shipped in about three 
weeks. Several large seedling orchards 
are yet to be picked and packed, and 
there ‘aré sévéfal carloads of fine Medi- 
terranean sweets that are to be sent east- 
ward.

and obtain their names and addresses 
and do such other .things, looking to- 
ward a thorough organization of our 
party on an efficient working basis, as 
their best judgment shalJ direct; that, 
to this end, ‘we raise, %by voluntary 
monthly subscription, a sum sufficient 
to do this work.”’

MAKING ROQUEFORT CHEESE. 
Here is a Statement of How It is Prepared 
for Use the World Over. 7 
Roquefort is prepared in the Depart- 
ment of Aveyran, Southern France, from 
sheep’s milk exclusively. Goat’S or cow's 
milk may make good cheeses, but they 
don’t make Roquefort.- The sheep are 
named Lazarres, and originally belong in 
the high table lands or plateaux which 


border the farm. They eat little, are

SOLID PETROLEUM FUEL. 


Made Into “‘Briquettes’’' and Burned to Ad- 
vantage on Italian Warships. fe 

Fuel bricks of crude petroleum are ex- 
tensively used in the Italian navy, and 


‘are made as follows: The mixture, which 


is made in the proportion of 1% pints of 
petroleum, 10 per cent. of rosin, 5% ounces 
of powdered soap and 1142 ounces of caus- 
tic soda, is heated and stirred at the same 
time. Solidification begins in about ten 
minutes, and the operation must then be 
carefully watched. If there is a ten. 
deney to remain liquid a litte more soda 
‘g added. After the mixture has been 
stirred until the mass becomes’ neariy 
solid, the thick paste is poured into molds, 
which are placed for ten or fifteen min- 
utes in a drying stove. The briquettes, 
which are. of the same size and form as

SHANGHAI, March 28, 1894.—(Special

since I steamed through the mouth 
of the great Yang-tse-Kiang River into 
the wide waters of the Whampoa, on 
the French mail from Japan, and was 
anchored under the shadow of the im- 
mense fortifications which the Chinese 
have built at the Woosung bar to guard 
this entrance to their mighty empire.

I speak of the Shanghai of the Eu- 
ropean and the’ American.

‘the Chinese believe in newspaper ad- 
vertising. Take look at the paper 
and you will-see that it is prosperous 
from an advertising standpoint.” 


I could not tell the ‘‘ads’”’ from the edi- 
torials, and I said s0,, The editor took 
it from me and gaid; “This page is ail 
editorial. We don’t let any of our ad- 
vertisers use it. If we let one, they 
would all want it, and so we use it only 
for ourselves when we have special an- 
nouncements and for editorials and 
news. The second page and part of the 
third page is news, and the ads do 
not commence until the latter part of 
the paper. We often have to issue sup- 
plements to get in all our advertising, 
but our Chinese customers object if we 
do not put news and reading matter in. 
the supplement as well. You note that 
the lines run up and down the page, in- 
stead of across it, and the beginning is 
at the right of the page, instead of the 
left, as with you. Our lines are about 
fifteen inches long, and we count by the 
word, not by the line. Each Chinese 
character represents a word, and our 
rates are 5 cents for each ten characters 
for the first insertion, 3 cents when the 
advertisement runs for a week, and 2% 
cents a day per each ten words for all 
time after that.’’ 


“Are there many papers in China, 
and do you find them in the interior?” 
I asked. 

“‘No,”’ 
‘We circulate all over China, but you 
do not find papers published in the na- 
tive cities. The governors would not 
permit them, as the editors might say 
things they would not like, and many 


| of them would not want: their doings 


criticised or reported. The Chinese are 
very economical. Money. is worth a 


__| great deal here. We charge, for in-| | 


stance, 10 cents cash for this paper, and 


‘we have in reality at least fifty thou- 


sand circulation, though we print only

“How is that?’’ said I, 

“The paper is resold and rented by 
the subscribers and others, so that 
at least that many heads of families 
get hold of it. We pay our newsboys 
two cash a copy for selling, or, ‘rather, 
we sell them the papers so that we 
get eight cash out of the ten. They 
receive in your money just about one- 
tenth of a cent for selling and deliv- 
ering the paper. Well, they cheat the 


paper for six or seven cash to out- 
siders till 11 or 12 o’clock, when they. 
will come around and get it and deliver 
it.

Gen. Porter, now on the retired list, 
with the rank of colonel, is at present 
treasurer of the New York city post- 
office. He is a pleasant-faced old gen- 
tleman of nearly 70, with snow- 
hair and side-whiskers, but with an 
eye from which not one whit of the 
brightness that must have flashed dur- 
ing that perilous voyage at Yorktown 
has departed. He is still very much 
interested in the subject of balloons 
in warfare and regards em as. of 
being of the utmost strategic impor- 
tance. In speaking to-me the other 
day of the abandonment of them during 
the war he said: 

‘Tt was a mistake so great as to be- 
come almost a crime. uring the Pen- 
insula campaign their value was so 
fully demonstrated that they should 
thereafter have been used’ extensively.

‘Nearing Shanghai is like sailing in- 
to one of the great harbors of the Med- 
iterranean. You see a foreign city 
lining the banks of the river and the 
smokestacks of a dozen great factories 
send out their black clouds into the 
blue sky. There are several miles of 
these factories,and one I noted which 
covered many acres was in ruins from a 

recent fire. It was a big gray brick 
of many stories, which the Chinese had 
built for the manufacture of cotton, 
and in which they have for some 
years employed hundreds of hands 
and had the finest modern ‘machinery.

I paid a visit yesterda - 
gest Chinese newspaper" in 
to make inquiries as to the employ- 
ment of a Chinese artist to do some 
natiye illustrations for me, and had 
a most interesting talk with the man- 
ager. The paper is called the Shun 
Pao, and it is the best-paying and 
most widely circulated of the three na- 
tive newspaper dailies of Shanghai. It 
is an eight-page sheet of about. the 
size and shape of Frank Leslie’s news- 
paper or Harper’s Weekly, printed on 
the thinnest of rice paper. It is so 
light that it does not weigh more than 
a man’s handkerchief and so thin that 
the paper can be printed on one side 
only. The paper goes to press in big 
sheets, which are so folded that the 
blank side is turned inward when 
taken in hand by the subscriber, and 
so that there is neither cutting nor 
pasting. Owing to the thinness of the 
paper it has a greasy, yellow appear- 
ance, and it is printed so closely with 
Chinese type that not an inch of 
Space seems to be wasted. The head- 
line or title of the paper consists of 
two Chinese characters, taking up a 
Space not wider than one of the col- 
umns of our newspapers and not more 
than an inch in length. It is a one- 
cent sheet, its price being ten cash, 
but, as China is on a silver basis, this 
should, in our money, now be divided 
by two, and its price would then be 
only half a cent. 


But let me give you my talk with 
the managers. I went to the office 
without my interpreter, and my jin- 
riksha man, after driving me througt 
a series of narrow Chinese streets, in 
which we had a number of narrow es- 
capes, from pony-cabs and freight wheel- 
barrows, landed me at a ragged two- 
story building, with a side entrance. 
.Ovyer this were large .tea-box charac- 
ters; meaning the name of the paper. 
I went in and made my way to the 
second story, where I luckily stumbled 
into the room of the managing editor. 
I addressed him in good, plain United 
States and found that he spoke Eng- 
glish as well as I did. I introduced 
myself and showed. him some letters

as I walked through the offices with | Lowe- 


the editors. The city editor was a fat 
Chinese gentleman, in tortoise shell 
spectacles, the glasses of which were 
as big as a trade-dollar, who wore a 
blue silk gown and a black cap, with 
a red button on it. He was sur- 
rounded by ‘his long-gowned reporters, 
to whom he was giving the assign- 
ments of the day, and he told me that 
he would be on duty till 3 o’clock in 
the morning, when the paper would go 
to press. I next visited the composing- 
rooms and took a look at the printers. 
There were, perhaps, a dozen at work, 
and I was told that their wages were 
‘from $1.50 to $3 a week in silver, equal 
to 75 cents and $1.50 in our currency. 
The editors get from $30 to $40 a month, 
and reporters from $8 to $10 a month 


in silver, according to their efficiency. 


The printers do night and day work 
for seven days in the week, and 365 
days in the year, at these wages, and 
it takes no slight learning to be a 
Chinese printer. There are in the Chi- 
nese language 13,000 different charac- 
ters, and each of-tH@ cases I saw in 
this composing-room, the editor told 
me, contained about ten thousand dif- 
ferent characters. Think of that, ye 
printers of America, and thank God 
you were born in*a land where the 
aiphabet contains only twenty-six let- 
ters, and where. there is not a dif- 
ferent sign for every word in the lan- 
guage. In a Chinese printing office 
the cases are ten times as big as ours, 
and each printer stands surrounded by 
three walls of type, running from his 
feet to the top of his head and sloping 
out from him on all sides. 


After a look at ‘the business office of 
the newspaper, I was shown the only 
illustrated paper in China, which is 
also issued from this establishment. It 
is published every ten days. It is about 
as big as an old-fashioned almanac, and 
it always appears in red or green cov- 
ers, It publishes many descriptions of 
life in America, and its pictures of for- 
eigners and their ways are laughable 
in the extreme. There is no perspective 
shown in the drawings, and the Cninese 
stories are full of blood and thunder, of 
sentiment and humor. Here the Chi- 
nese Romeo woos his almond-eyed Ju- 
liet, and there the tragedies of love, ab- 
duction, of crime and superstition are 
depicted by the Gillams and Reming- 
f tons of this celestial land.

and the balloon collapsed again to 
wait for darkness. The next night we 
were successful and long before morn- 
ing we had the balloon fully inflated 
and anchored on shore behind a grove 
that wholly concealed it from the,Con- 


federates. 
“Two days later we made the first 
ascension. To the basket were at- 


tached a number of ropes and I was of 
the detail assigned to man them and 
tow the balloon to the point from which 
observations were to be Made. Prof. 
Lowe and Gen. Porter entered the car 
and the restraining sand-bags were 
unhooked. The aeronauts at once saw 
that they needed more ballast. and I 
was ordered to join them in the car. 
Gen. Porter jocosely remarked that 
if, after we got up, they found they had 
tco ‘much ballast, they could easily 
throw me out. 

“At once the ropes were payed out 
until we had risen above the tops of 
the highest trees and we were then 
towed down the river about @ mile to 
a point where the view was unob- 
structed.

CAUTIONS ABOUT TRAINING. 


AN EXPERT’S ADVICE TO THE GROWING 


[From a Special Contributor.) 

Whether a boy ought to train for 
athletic contests at all is a question 
further. 
than to say ‘that it all depends on 
whether he overdoes it. 

I will take it for granted that the 
boy has decided to represent his 
school or club in some athletic games, 
perhaps a championship meeting, and 
I wish to caution him on some points 
that will make his course of prepara- 
tion less difficult, and rid it of the 
drawbacks that many people attribute 
to training. 

No growing boy would try to do 
the work of a'man, in shoveling coal 
or chopping wood, for instance, un- 
less he had to. But. give that* boy a 
pair of spiked shoes and an athletic 


costume, and turn ‘him loose on an 


athletic field, and, unless he had some 
one to dtvise difd restrain, he will do 
ie work of two fully-matured ath- 
ete.s. 

I remember watching some preps ex- 
ercising on the Berkeley Oval, near 
New York, a@ year or two ago. The 
trainer, who is usually on the grounds, 
Was absent, and the lads had full 
swing. 

One of the boys who was training 
for the broad, running jump, tried, I 
am quite certain, not less than thirty 
jumps. .Yet he wondered, toward the 
end, why he couldn’t strike the take 
off, or “gét up in the air,’’ and why 
each jump was an inch or two short 
of the one before. 

Another, who gis training for the 
quarter-mile dash, ran that distance 
no less than three times while I was 
there—and I don’t know what he. might 
have done béfere I came. 

‘Both boys,"Of course, were completely 
fagged out,a@nd-almost too tired to 
Gress. Their overwork, except for 

iffening “their muScles for a day or 
twe, -did them no particular harm, 
for boys feel the effects of such ex- 
haustion much less than men, and 
recover more quiekiy therefrom. But 
it certain!ty did neither any good,

ate under cover of darkness on the

Smoking ig, of. course, to be avoided. 
Tobacéo and athletics will not go to- 
gether in any case, and what applies 
to the man on this point holds good 
with even greater force with the boy.

tion. As early as March the athletes 
get to work out of doors. Boys to 


whom the facilities: for such early work | 


are offered are very likely to imitate 
the older athletes. 
‘So far as the “gym” work is con- 
cerned, I think this is all right, pro-. 
vided the exercise taken be light and 
varied. One does not wantsto work 
off weight in the winter. 
The outdoor work, however, I think, 
is a mistake. It is likely to result in 
strained muscles and tendons and’ se- 
vere colds. Nine of every ten boys 
breathe through the mouth while: run- 
ning, and the raw March winds in- 
flame the membranes of the throat and 
bronchial tubes. "It is much better to 
wait until the middle or last of April, 
when out-of-door work becomes’ a pleas- 
ure instead of a self-imposed task. 
If a boy will také the March risk, 
however, let him give the legs a thor- 
ough rub, jump out, take his “spin” 
and jump in again. He should breathe 
through the nose as far as possible. ° 
In spite of his precautions, the young 
athlete will be fortunate if he gets 
througir the month without.a strain of 
some kind. Complete rest of the injured 
part, and applications of hot extract of 
hamamelis, or witch-hazel, are the best 
remedies I know of. 
Strains are very serious matters for 
athletes, and too much care cannot be 


taken to guard against them. Very im- 


portant races are sometimes decided by 
the slightest stretching of a muscle or 
tendon. 

Every one interested in athletics re- 
members the famous hundred-yard dash 
between Fred Wosting, of the old Man- 
hattan Athletic Club, and Charlie Sher- 
rill, of Yale University, at the Ameri- 
can championship meeting in Detroit, 
in the fall of 1888. Westing had just re- 
turned from England, loaded with 
honor, having beaten England’s_cham- 
pions on their own grounds. Sherrill 
beaten Westing the. previous 
spring, and had also won the intercol- 
legiate championship. 

The eyes of the whole athletic world 
were fixed on the meeting between the 

Both men toed the mark apparently 
in the best condition. They were orf 
like a flash at the crack of the pistol, 
Westing getting a few inches the bet 
ter of the start. At ninety yards they 
were shoulder to shoulder. Then, as 
Sherrill made his supreme effort, a 
slight strain which he had suffered a 
year before, and which had By ged 
healed, asserted itself, and his right 
leg was. useless. Westing, of course, 
won, Sherrill tumbling across the line 
into the arms of the judges.

There is no man alive who rides so 
well in the wrong way as the Cossack. 
I have heard good judges, Americans 
who have become familiar with these 
wonderful horsemen, say that the cow~- 
boy is not his equal. I am unwilling 
to go so far, but yet the Cossack is a 
marvel in the saddle. I have seen him 
ride Hke a very Centaur. As with our 
Indians, he scarcely knows when he 
began to bestride a’ horse. His one | 
ambition from childhood up is to. train | 
himself for the native cavairy. The 
best rider among the lads in the Cos- 
sack village is the one who Aaws the 
prize in active service. 

The Cossack village wiay be not far’ 
from the borders of civilization; it 
may be thousands of miles from. any- 
thing civilized} and many of these vil- 
lages exist in a never-ceasing state of 
war with neighboring mountain tribes. 
Out on the distant borders of the Rus- 
sian Empire the Cossack villages are 
the only bulwark against invasions by 
hordes of Mongols; and man, woman 
and lad must expect to turn out at 
any time of day or night to encounter 
enemies more uncivilized than them- 
selves who, unless checked, would 
burn their huts, destroy their crops or 
barns of grain, kill the men, and drive 
off the women, girls, horses and cattle 
in one mixed herd. No wonder the 
Cossack lad grows up hardy and active, 
and ready to hold his life in his hands. 

The word Cossack is a broad one, and 
there is‘'a vast difference between the 
tribes; by using the term in the. sense 
of irregular cavalry in the Prussian 
service, the type is pretty constant. 
He is nat a pretty fellow at best, this 
Cossack. He is at his handsomest 
when in St. Petersburg, in the ‘‘Cos- 
sacks of the Guard.’’ Here he and his 
horse are alike sleek and well groomed, 
which is more than can be said of him 
when on duty in distant provinces. He 
cuts his hair much as he bangs his 
horse’s tail, and it floats out from un- 
der’ his cap witn an angularity which 
contrasts oddly with the close crop to 
which the soldiers of other countries 
are accustomed. His face has the true 
Slav cut, ugly, but determined, and 
above all faithful. His uniform 1s 
plain, but serviceable, and he carries 
enough equipment and supplies upon 
his saddle to last him a good fortnight..

Always stop while you feel as though 
you still had a little left ‘‘up your 
sleeve.”’ 

By following this rule all danger of 
overtraining may be avoided, and, 
when the day of the race arrives, the 
youthful competitor, instead of feeling 
weak and languid, will toe the mark 
as full of energy as a colt fresh from 
pasture. 

When a boy begins to train, he of 
course begins to diet himself. He needs 
no advice on this point! He knows ex- 


actly what he ought to eat and drink 


to make muscle and develop the ‘‘wind,’”’ 
for he has read in the daily papers 
what the oarsmen at’ Yale and Har- 
vard live on! 

Now this is a great mistake. — 

The athlete who has attained his full 
growth has only to partake of such 
food as will replace the tissue lost in 
its daily exercise. The boy, from 14 
to 18, however, has, in addition, to sup- 
ply the wants of his growing body. 

Milk, potatoes and other articles of 
food with which the man can dispense, 
are to the boy a necessity.

University undertook to follow out the 
dietic regulations of the football team. 
No athlete was ever more conscien- 
tious about his training. He turned 
up his nose at soups, refused potatoes 
and other starchy foods,*did without 
sugar in the little. tea or coffee he 
drank, and ate his bread stale. 

He began to grow thin. His family 
Was puzzled, but when he one day 
declined ice cream his symptoms were 
regarded as serious, and the doctor was 
sent for. He soon discovered the cause 
of the young man’s capricious appetite, 
and the course of training was brought 
to a sudden termination. . 

The best rule for diet of the boy 
is no rule at all. His every day bill 
of fare will do very well. I would not 
deny him even pie or pudding if he 
were unhappy without these sweets, 
though in the whole it is just as well 
to leave pastries alone.

On inquiry I learned the boy had en- 
tered the race with absolutely no prep- 
aration. This was rather a bad case, 
but after almost every interscholastic 
meeting you will find three or four boys 
who have competed in the running 
events, who look as though they had 
eaten too many green apples. 

I want to add one more caution, and 
that is in regard to bathing. 

It is the custom with some athletes, 
while still warm and perspiring, to 
take a cold shower. It is very pleas- 
ant and refreshing, if one can stand it. 
But if, after a good rub with a Turkish 
towel, there is any feeling of chilliness, 
or if the shower itsélf causes any con- 
siderable shock, the sponge must be 
substituted. 

For a boy, a very cold.shower is dan- 
gerous, especially if he is tired, ana 
he should avoid it. Fortunately, many 
bathrooms are now supplied with hot 
water, and the temperature may be 
modified to suit. | 

Don’t in any case wait until the 
body has become cool before taking the 
bath, but take it as soon as you have 
thoroughly reeovered your “wind.”

Or he will drop his stirrups, rest his 
right shoulder ih the saddle, and throw 
his heels in the air as nimbly as a 
All this is 
child’s play, if you like, but when a 
man is armed and equipped it is not 
so easy, and the Cossack dearly loves 
to do things for their very difficulty.

If the Russian soldier has one promi- 
nent quality it is fidelity. His courage 


is undoubted, but it partakes of obedi- |. 


ence. Never since Thermopylas have 
troops shown such stubborn defensive 
ardor as the Russians have done on 
many a field. Frederick, who smote 
the Austrians and the French hip and 
thigh, who dispersed them by his bril- 
liant tactics and fierce charges like 
chaff before the wind, hammered his 
best battalions to pulp by repeated 
blows on the beaten but unyielding 
Russian masses at Kunersdorf; Napo- 
leon at Borodino drew off his army just 
in time to save himself from suffering 
defeat by the same never-flinching ele- 
ment. From Czar down to peasant, the 
rule never varies. Officers and men 
have the same unquestioning devotion. 
It is not the fatalism of the Mohamme- 
dan; it is simple obedience. You may 
tear huge gaps through a Russian col- 
umn with your grape and cannister, 
but you shall not tear it asunder. So 
long as the officers bid the body stand, 
it is there. This quality has often 
made the Russian the most dangerous 
soldier in Europe. 


The Cossack in his own wild way 
has this very devotion. He is not 
bound by the rules of dicipline. which 
fetter the Russian line; but he possesses 
the same keen devotion to the. orcers 
He fights in a style 
quite different from that of the cav- 
alry of the line, which is patterned on 
the European model; the Cossack fol- 
lows rather that of the Asiatic. ‘‘He 
that fights and runs away, shall live 
to fight another day,’’ is his motto, but 
he runs away merely to have a better 
chance to attack by and by. It is by 
harrassing the enemy, by tiring him 
out, that he overcomes him. Like the 
wild hordes of every era of history, the 
Cossack still sticks to his uncivilized 
tactics, but he has added to this enough 
of the value of modern warfare to 
make him incomparable of his kind.

THE CITRUS INDUSTRY. 


Our orange-growers who did not dis- 
gose of their fruit too soon have no 
weason to complain of the result of 
this season’s operations. During the 
mast few weeks very good prices have 
een paid for oranges, and the de- 
mand throughout the East has been 
excellent. 
Every time that the crop is poor or 
poor prices are realized for the 

#Wruit we ‘hear the cry that “the or- 
ange business is overdone,” that there 
is “nothing, in it,” and so forth. The 
game, in fact, is true of other varie- 
Ries of fruit, or of almost any other 
Srop in California. Our farmers have 

mot got rid of the old ideas which 
prevailed in early days, when a man 

would sometimes make a fortune in a 

gingle year, by planting some crop 

mfhich happened to be very scarce at 
the time when it was harvested. Per- 
haps the very next year the same crop 
mrould not pay for the marketing. This’ 
wvas not farming, but gambling, It 
is unfortunate that too much of this 
epirit still prevails among California 

Warmers, especially old-timers. This, 
Mogether with the high rates of freight 
uO the WDastern States, often makes it 

mimiocult for us to compete with other 

Mections on a broad commercial basis. 
Mhile horticulture and agriculture pay 
Better here than in any other part of 
the world, tt cannot be expected that 

they will yield a man a fortune in 
year. 
As to the orange ‘Dusiness, about 
we etarted to write, 1f has be- 


avowed enemies of civilization, and as |. 


by any other branch of. horticulture 
on agriculture. 

Another fruit, which will shortly as- 
sume an dmportance in our .exports 
that will surprise those who have not 
kept themselves informed on the sub- 
ject is the lemon. During the past 
five or six years, a very large num- 
ber of lemon trees has been planted 
in ‘this section. Many of these are now 
beginning to bear, and will produce a 
good crop this year. Since the proper 
way of curing the lemon was discov- 
ered in this section, California lemons 
compete favorably ‘with those from 
any other’ sections, including -the 
choicest imported varieties. The last 
lemon crop of California was nearly 
forty thousand boxes, while Florida 
produced 60,000 boxes. Over two and a 
half million Sicilian lemons were im- 
ported last year, and about one. hun- 
dren and fifty thousand boxes of Span- 
ish lemons. As there are from three 
khundred to three hundred and fifty 
lemons in a box, it is apparent that 
about a Dillion lemons are annually 
used in the United States. ! 

The last crop of Florida oranges is 
estimated at six million boxes, but, on 
account of the unusually thheavy and 
frequent rains while they were grow- 
ing, and other unfavorable climatic in- 
fluences, they are not of the best quai- 
ity this season. So many have decayed 
in transit, or after arrival, that both 
shippers and buyers ‘have incurred 
heavy losses, ‘Thousands of ‘boxes 
reached the market in such bad con- 
ditton that they were sold at once, 
for barely enough to pay the cost of 
boxing and freight, leaving nothing . 
whatever to remunerate ‘the grower 


‘for producing and packing the fruit. 


This season our lemon-growers. wil! 
have a good chance to show what they 
can do& Unless we are much mistaken, 
the lemon industry will, within com- 
paratively few years, almost rival in 
importance ‘the orange business. In 


case, the two together will com- 


bine to make the citrus industry of 
Southern California one of the leading 
horticultural industries of the United 
States, as far ds the value of the. 
product is concerned. It will only be 
a few years before imports of oranges 
and lemons from Europe will cease 
altogether, ‘when Southern California, 
aided ‘by Florida, and, to some extent, 
by Louisiana and Arizona, will sup- 
ply the North American market, from 
Alaska to Mexico. Probably by that 


even $500 an acre from their groves, 
but their profits will be steadier and 


will be large enough to Satisfy any 
reasonable man. 


A dispatch from Arizona mentions 
that the Southern Pacific Company 
has given a block in the town of Ben- 
son for a Courthouse, in case it should 
be decided to remove the Cochise county 
seat to that point. This brings vividly 
to mind the ups and downs of an Amer- 
ican mining camp. Twelve years ago 
Tombstone was in the heydey of its 
glory. It was a live, bustling city, 
where money flowed like water, and 
many were willing to prophesy that it 
was destined to become one of ‘the lead- 
ing centers of population in the South- 
west. Then the mines upon which the 
town depended for its business struck 
an obstacle in the shape of a@ large flow 
of water, and work in several of them’ 
was suspended. This was about ten 
years ago. Since then, Tambstone has 
never been its former self, but has stead- 
ily been declining, until now, as above 
mentioned, it is proposed ¢o take away 
from it the county seat and remove it 
to Benson, which is at the junction of 
the Southern Pacific with the Sonora 
branch of the Santa Fe system. The 
rise and fall of mining camps on the 
Pacific Coast would furnish a fertile 
topic for the pen of some coming his- 
torian. 

The warm reception which was given 
on Friday to Bishop Montgomery by a 
large number of our citizens, irrespec- 
tive of sect, is another proof of the 
fact that there is no basis for the 
opinion expressed by some Catholic 
writers that there exists any prejudice 
among Americans against Catholics, 
as such.

A pleasant half hour was spent by the 
writer one day last week in the studio 
of Mr. and Mrs. William J. McCloskey 
on Main street, who, perhaps, are better 
known in the best salons of Paris than 
right here in Los Angeles, for the past 
nine years of their art-life have been 
spent in that world center of art, where 

most favorable 


recognition. 

Portraits are the specialty of these 
artists and in painting they work to- 
gether. They have two portraits now 
on!exhibition in their studio which have 
received much merited praise. One is 
that of a familiar figure, Mr. J. S&S. 
Slauson; the other that of Mrs. Albert 
C. Jones. These are flesh-and-blood por- 
traits, and so real in texture and sub- 
stancé, so real in color and anatomy 
that your first thought is, “stick .a 
knife in them anywhere and they would . 
bleed.” 
Another. attractive. feature is the 
movable quality of expression which 
belongs to them. There is life, soul, 
feeling beneath the surface,. the flash 
of intelligence and the play of emotion. 
Referring to this fact Mrs. McCloskey 
is quoted as ‘saying: 

“It is of the utmost importance that. 
the person posing for a portrait should 
be thoroughly entertained, for nature is 
always’ harmonious, You can no more.

keeper forgets to ignite the luminary. 
I know I shall be met with clamor from 
the art fraternity, for I fully recognize 
the difficulties of the work where one 
individual has this mental feat to per- 
form and at the same time concentrate 
the energy of his execution. Happily. 
I have not experienced this exhaustive 
necessity, as it is in ‘this comnection we 
work in such harmony in-our own pic- 
tures, for when either paints the other 
entertains the model. In portraiture 
the ideal must be subservient to real- 
ism, but by realism do we of necessity 
mean the prosaic or commonplace of 
life? I think the greater the artist the 
more he will rely upon charming with 
the expression of his model rather than 
classic repose and brilliant manual dex- 
terity, which is destined to stand alone 
as a monument of technical skill.’’

There can be no successful denial that

degree responsible for the industrial de- 
préssion ante which this nation is 
suffering. ‘Organized labor,” so-called, 


‘is a powerful influence in the economic 


of the hour. If wisely di- 
rected and controlled it is capable of 


men, 
Has organized labor used its power 


The daily record of unwarranted 
strikes and- boycotts throughout the 


an 
American industry. 

One of the foremost conditions for 
the prosperity of labor is the confidence 
and success of capital. Capital is as 
much entitled to its rewards as 
labor. Men invest money in manu- 
facturing and other enterprises because 
of the promise such investment offers 
of profitable returns upon the money 
invested. They do not risk their money 
for pleasure or for charity. The induce- 
ment to invest money is in direct pro- 
portion to the promise of profitable re- 
turns. It is therefore directly in the 
interest of labor that capital should 
have every possible. inducement to enter 
upon investment in productive industry. 

What has organized labor done ne 
encourage the investment of capita. 
in Jabor-employing enterprises? To 
ask this question -is to answer it, It 
has. done. absohitely nothing; but, on 
the contrary, it has done much to 


| discourage*such -investment.:- -It-has 


employed the strike and the boycott— 
but two-edged weapons 
of organization—upon trivial pretexts 
and in grossly unjust causes. It has 
forced men out of honest employment 
on “sympathetic” “strikes, where 
neither employer nor employed had 
grievances any kind. It has kept 
men out of honest employment who 
were willing and anxious to work, and 
whose wives and children were hun- 
gry for bread. It has murdered honest 
men, whose only offense was the. de- 
sire to make an honest living by hon- 
orable toil. The category of offenses 
against decency and law, for which 
organized labor should be held respon- 
gible, is a long and tedious one, as 
everybody knows who has knowledge 
of current events. 

All this has tended to make capital 
timid and reluctant to engage in en- 
‘tterprises dependent upon the employ- 
ment of labor.-It has driven capital 
into other and non-productive channels 
of investment. It. ‘has locked millions 
of doliars up in safety-deposit vaults, 
which would otherwise have reached 
the pockets of laboring men as: wages. 
It has driven tens of millions of cap- 
ftal into syndicates and trusts for 
seif-protection against the aggresstons 
of assed labor. It has exerted a 
powerful influence in the evil work of 
undermining that mutual good-will, 
Gonfidence and ywespect which should 
subsist between employer and em- 


loyed. 
P Fon these and other reasons organ-

ized Tabor isi nO small degree re- 
sponsible for ‘the depressed : conditton 
of our industries today. ‘The loss of 
confidence, the timidity of capital, have 
‘helped materially to lessen empoy- 
ment and to repress enterprise. This 
in turn has decreased the purchasing 
of mons and thus, by 
urther reflex action, industry been 
still further deadened. 

‘These conditions are wrong, abnor- 
mal, suicidal. There is no natura! en- 


side of certain nartow and uni 
limitations, the interests of employer 
and employed are identical. The pros- 
perity of the one. class is essential to 
the prosperity of the other. 

When the unreasonable exactions, 
the monstrous: tyrannies. and the law: 
less violence of organized labor shal} 
ceasc, we shall see the dawn of a 
brighter era, where justice shall pre- 
vail, where individual merit shal! have 
scope. to win its triumphs and enjoy 
its just rewards, and where the man 
Who toils will regard the man for 
whom he tolls as his friend, rather 
than his enemy.

At several times during the Cleve- 
land administration it has been hinted 
abroad, in the newspapers, and in so- 
ciety, that ‘Mrs. Cleveland had it in 
mind to form a salon, such as eX- 
in various European capitals. 

Whatever the foundations for such 
rumors Mrs. Cleveland would certainly 
find in Washington, ready-made to her 
hand, mater‘al for a saion, equal in 
culture and social graces to any which 
exists abroad: Thére are many charm- 
ing women here, whose inteliectuaiity, 
educational advantages, personal at- 
tractions and wide acquaintance with 
the world, single them out as being 
peculiarly fitted to assist Mrs. Cleve- 
land in such an undertaking. 

(Perhaps foremost among women who 
could command the presence of learned 
men, and inspire noble conversation, 
would be Mrs. Anita Newcomb McGee, 
the second daughter of Prof. Simon 
Newcomb. . 

Though she is, perhaps, the youngest 
of the literary women of the capital 
of acknowledged achievement, she has 
been identified with Washington 
through her ancestors since 1800. 

It is a learned ancestry on both sides. 
Her father’s peopie were expert math- 
ematicians, her mother’s distinguished 
scientists, this being notably true of 
her grandfather, Ferdinand Rudolph 
Hassler, the founder of the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey,

in Mrs. Newcomb (McGee a striking 


a scientist and a mathematician.

Newcomb took her to school one 
morning and introduced her-.to the 
teacher as being “a little girl very 
backward for her years.” | 

As soon as the teacher had time, 
after opening the school, she called the 
Aittle girl to her side, and, taking a 
pointer, opened at the alphabet and 
pointed to A. The little girl said ‘‘A.”’ 
She pointed to B with as equally good

readers. 

The “‘little girl backward for her 
age’ was finally placed in the fifth 
reader class, to the great amusement 
of both teacher and pupils. Her ¢class- 
mates that year were girls of 10 and 12. 
She left school at ll,years of age, 
deckeal with several gold medals and 
a diploma in her hand.

PINEAPPLES. 


A DOZEN WAYS TO SERVE THEM. | 


’ Pinapples, once a tropical luxury, are 


grown extensi-ely in the south of Flor- 
ida and the adjacent islands. Large 
pineapple plantations are found in Ell- 
ott’s Key, at Key Largo and Meta- 
comba. 

In 1892 the acreage in pines in the 
three named keys was 930, and the 
number of pineapples shipped from the 
keys during the season was quite close 
to two million. Plantations are slowly 
extending northward on the peninsula, 
and in 1892 had reached Charlotte’s. 
Harbor, on the west coast, and Indian | 
River, Lake Worth and the Jupiter re- 
gion on the east. ? 

It is not generally known that pine- 
apple plants may be grown and (it is 
claimed) fruited in any window gar- 
The crown of 
leaves at the top of the fruit, and the 
small tufts—suckers—sometimes found 
at the base will root readily if placed 
in damp, rich, sandy soil, and put forth 
long, light green, stiff and sharp-edged 
leaves—a great curiosity, if nothing 


‘| more, 


Pineaples ought to be prepared for 
the table in many more ways than the 
usual slicing in sugar. If to be eaten 
uncooked, they should be peeled and 
sliced with a thin, sharp knife, or siaw 
cutter, two or three hours before they 
are to be served, and placed on ice. 

A variation in raw serving is to peel 
and slice seven or eight oranges, grate 
a cocoanut, and peel and slice a pine- 
apple in the thinnest possible slices. 
Rut the sliced fruit and grated cocoa- 
nut in alternate layers in a glass dish, 
with sugar between, and stand in the 
refrigerator until ready. 

PINDAPPLE CREAM. 

Beat half a pint of sweet cream until 
it is stiff. Peel and chop.a pineapple, 
add the juice of a lemon and two-thirds 
of a cup of powdered sugar; dissolve an 
ounce of isinglass in a little hot water 
and mix ail lightly together, and pour 
into a mold. When wanted turn it 
carefully on the dish in which it is to be 
served. 
| PINEAPPLE DESSERT JELLY. 

Make a jelly with gelatine by the di- 
rections that come with the package, 
using a somewhat larger amount, so 


cool enough to begin to thicken, so that 
the fruit will stay where it is put, 
place a layer of thinly-sliced pineapple, 
that has been lying well sprinkled with 
sugar for two hours, in a glass: dish; 
cover it with the jelly, and as soon as 
it sets add more fruit and,more jelly 
until the dish is full.. Set it “upon ice 
and serve with whipped cream.

Perhaps, stated et way, the great 
distinction of this ‘privilége doesn’t ap- 
pear at once. Thre has been cloth 
called “tapestry’”’ woven in this contry 
by machinery, but it has never been 
believed possible to introduce the tapes- 
try industry with handwork into the 
United States. 
But here it is. Williamsbridge is about 
ten miles out of New York on the 
picturesque Bronx River.

That is, in hand- 
woven tapestry where colors’ are 
changed. The little different colored 
bits of work have to be sewed together 
very carefully. Mme. Jean: not only 


did this back in Aubussan, but was also 


an expert in mending old tapestriés. 
The father was one of the famous 


workmen at the Gobelin works. He 


commenced when only a young boy, 
and before him for generations the 
Foussadiers had been skillful workers 
of tapestry. So closely he followed 
their reputation that when the Royal 
Windsor Tapestry Works were estab- 
lished it was M. Foussadier who was 
called to England to start the work. 
Mile. Adrienne did not go with: her 
people because she had to stay in Paris 
at schoo], for she -was both deaf and 
dumb. She has been so thoroughly 
taught that now she speaks very well 
and in spite of her misfortune is one 
of the sunniest-faced girls to be seen 
in many a mile. . 

After M. Fdussadier had got the 
American looms built and ‘things. 
started, Mme. Jean and her daughter 
crossed the Atlantic. 

Mile. Adrienne helped her mother first 
with the needle, and the two women 
Stitched the very first pieces of Amer- 
ican tapestry. But somehow. one day 
found the girl upstairs at a loom, ~
